DETAILED ACTION 

This Office Action is in response to remarks filed June 17, 2008. Claims 1-9 and 11-15 
are currently pending. 

Drawings 

1 . The drawings were received on June 17, 2008. These drawings are approved. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1-9 and 11-15 are allowed over the prior art of record. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: a proximity sensor, 
as claimed, more specifically in combination with: a mask arranged together with the illumination 
means and detector such that light reflected from a target from a first range is transmitted 
through and light from a second range is not and wherein the illumination means comprises a 
light guide; and the light guide comprising a tube having reflective sides to project an array of 
distinct images of the light source towards the scene, is not disclosed or made obvious by the 
prior art of record.
